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Highlights from the Meeting 

of the Board of Directors 



■ The 2005 Budget was approved 
following a hearing open to all members 
of the Southeast Conference. It shows an 
anticipated deficit of $36,000. Staff 
members are developing other sources of 
income to address this matter and encour- 
aging congregations to take the guideline 
of tithing to OCWM (Our Church's 
Wider Mission) Basic Support seriously. 

■ The Local Arrangements 
Committee for General Synod XXV 
noted that special awards will be given 
during Synod to Walter Brueggemann 
and Andrew Young, as two members 
of the Southeast Conference who have 
made significant contributions to the 
United Church of Christ. 

■ Associate Conference Minister 
Kathy Clark is serving as our staff liai- 
son for worship planning for General 
Synod. She is helping to plan services, 
designing the stage and altar, and com- 
missioning the baptismal font, chalices, 
and patens. 

■ The Board of Directors authorized 
the hiring of Cameron Trimble and 
Susan Mitchell, to work eight hours a 
week each on General Synod logistics 
and developing relationships with new 
church starts and congregations opting 
into the "Stillspeaking" campaign. 

■ Salim UCC was presented to the 
Board by its pastors, Andrew and 
Sarah Kim, and was accepted as a new 
church start. 

■ Peg and Herb Muenstermann 
have been trained and are available to 
do mission interpretation in local con- 



gregations on behalf of Wider Church 
Ministries. 

■ Staff members will continue to 
develop our new motto, "Abiding in 
Christ, Abounding in Hope," as the 
vision of the Southeast Conference. 

■ Kathy Clark reported that there 
are currently eight TAP groups and 60 
TAP participants throughout the 
Conference. New groups have been 
started at Pleasant Hill Community 
Church, Pleasant Hill, TN, and First 
Congregational UCC, Atlanta. 

■ Joyce Hollyday reported that the 
completed manuscript for the book On 
the Heels of Freedom has been submit- 
ted to Crossroad Publishers and will be 
available by General Synod. 

■ Tim Downs is currently serving 
on the Partnership Committee for the 
Alliance of Baptists, Christian Church 
(Disciples of Christ), and the UCC; 
the Cabinet of the Council of 
Conference Ministers; the Board of 
Directors of Wider Church Ministries;
